it was a touching episode in this 
wary, and I saw thot some of the sol- 
diera had wet eyes now cand then. 
Denain is not a pretty town. It is 
in the coal mining region of France, 
and,-like most coal mining villares 
in the world, with rows Of red brick 
cottages beyond slag heaps and fac- 
tory chimneys, leading up to the big 
church which is the centre of life 
and spirituality of the town. The 
chureh Is ugly also and: with none 
of the beauty of mediacval architec- 
ture,’ but here is a spiritus! beauty 
here tqday—the gratitude of many 


‘hearts redeemed by the courage of 


men from four years of servitude ant 
horror, and thinksgiving for the 
mercy that had come to them some 
how or other. ’ 

The people of Denain, poor thourh 
they are, and still half starved, had 
found or bought or made thousands 
of fags, British Gags and French 
fags, and had hung them across the 
streets and fromthe windows of thc 
houses. Outside the church and 
down the high street, the Canadian 
soldicrs of the Fourth Division wer 
lined up, and fine, grim Oshting men 
they looked In their stee! helmets, 
like seventeenth century wmen-at- 


arms. 

Outside the church there was a 
Froup of priests in gold-worked 
vestments, glinting in the autumn 
sua, that pierced through the misis, 
and behind them a row of girls with 
colored frocks and big silk bows on 
thelr heads, and each of them car- 
ried a large bouquet of Gowers for 
one of the officers of the Canadian 
corps, as a tribute to the Toes. 

Gen, Currie, the Canadi corpr 
commandcr, and the gene com- 
manding the Fourth Canadian Divi- 
sion, came with their brigadierr 
and other generals and staff officers 
and then came a yang British 
saptain, who was ved with a 
royal salute by tho Canadian sol- 
diexs, It was the Prince of Wales 
and one of the Alsatian girls went 
to him and put a great bouquet In 
hia arms, and he bowed low and smil- 
ed bis thanks. Masses of fowers were 
given to the Canadian officers, and 
there caine up a little procession a! 
old men in black, bearing a banner, 
which they gave to the general con- 
manding the division as n gift from 
the town of Denain to the Province 
of Quebec. They were veterans of 
the war of 1870, and for the second 
time they had been delivered from 


the Germans. 


The doors of the church were wide 
open, and the officers and old men 
and worren followed the Prince of 
Wales inside. while the priests, in 
their gokl vesiments, went to the 
altar and praiscd God for this de- 
liverance and day of joy. it was in 
the church ‘around which there had 
been bloody fighting a few days ago, 
and {in the roof over the high allar 
was a big sheli hole, thowing what 
bad happened them, Not far away, 
up by Valenciennes, the enemy was 
still fighting, and Denzin was within 
range of his zunfire. Tut these was 
no sound of war In the church.

The wonen’s voices were so full 
of emotion end beautiful in their

Prince of Wales Is Popular With 
: Troops, 

The Canadian corps is charmed 
ith its young staff officer, the Prince 
Df Wales, His simple manners, keen 
interest and gay youth win bint 
friends wherever he goes, and this ts 
pretty well everywhere. From dawnt 
to dark he visits divisions, brigade 
and battalion..It is-an open secret 
that he is never so happy as when 
up in the forward areas, and his 
A.D.C, must be the most worried man 
in France. He pops up unexpectedly, 
but his natural Vivacity gets every- 
body at case. It is no state secret 
to tay that many members of the 
Canadian Corps viewed with alarm 
the coming of the heir to the throne, 
and there was great researching Into 
forms of address and etiquette. Now 
they have taken him to their hearta 
and he bids ‘fair to become the most 
popular young officer in the corps. 
Commentiax on the, embarrassment 
caused’ by one of bis sudden incur 
sions he remarked: “They can't be 
afraid of me. It is only of the 
name.” It is a happy augury that 
our future king shold be loved and 
honored rather than feared. 

In thelr work of unobtrusively car- 
ing for the sick and bringing spirit- 
ual comfort to our fighting men, the 
Canadian Chaplain Service hardly 
gets the recognition it deserves. 
Brave men these are. They keep up 
with the forward dressing stations 
in the battle line, and that says 
everything. In the battle of Cambrai, 
seven chaplains were wounded in one 
week. When all the medical officers 
of one dressing station were casual- 
ties, a chaplain carried out the work 
single-handed until relleved. In the 
battle of Upton Wood, when the 
stretcher-bearers had many losses, 
the chaplain on duty labored unceas- 
ingly, carrying in our casualties from 
where they would be shot .down in 
















the eriemy wire amid a storm of ma- - 


chine gunning and shelling. After 
our enforced retirement in front of 
Cambraj on Sept. 30, the chaplain of 


a Canadian regiment worked inces- j 


santly through shot and shell bring- 
ing in wounded, and for forty hours, 
without rest, made repeated trips to 
No Man‘s Land on his errand of 
mercy. Many a wounded soldier, 
allve to-day, owes his life to this gal- 
lant padre, When, later, all but four 
officers of the battalion were casual- 
ties, he labored unceasingly to Keep 
up the spirits of the men and carried 
food and drink to them. Even In the 
heat of battle men raised a cheer 
when the saw him coming. These 
cases might be multiplied, but they 
aro sufficient to indicate the spirit of 
the chaplain service.

The control of a stove or 
furnace i in. which soft coal-is burned is very different to the conditions 
regulating the same heater when burning hard coal, Hard coal will 
burn with a reasonably steady heat, while under similar conditions soft 
coal will burn up quickly and emit a most intense heat; consequently a 
stove that might be safe under the old conditions can casily cause 2 fire 


‘Fires are being reported to us as “caused by burning soft coal,”” 
and the stove becoming overheated, on account of being placed too 
close to the wall, wooden partition, or. in some instances, x pile of wood 
near the stove to drt. Great care should ‘be exercised in protect-

“the principles for which the British Empire is at war, is pretty sure to 
ve enough conscience to do this work faithfully. Here is the notice: 
“‘How do you treat a returned soldicr working under you? Do 
‘you consider him as an ordinary workman, ket him shift for himself and 
j look on his mistakes only as you would an ordinary employee? If so 
‘you are assuming that he is in all ts just a normal man and 
‘should be able to do the same work as quickly and as well as the average 
0 “If you do, you are wrong. 
. “Most returned * constitutions are broken down. They 
have been gassed, shell shocked, and tortured by wounds, and conse- 
quently, are highly strung and nervous, and will be for some time to 
jeome.

iNo Death, Only — 
A Veil, Declares 












Tho following remarkable interview + 
apeared In a cent issue of the London 
Evening News: 

On the day that Sir Aruthr Conan 
Doyle's young and brilliant son died 
in St. Thomas’ Hospital, Sir Arthur. 
himself was speaking in the country 
on Spiritualism and the theme that 
there [s no death, but only a passing 
beyond a veil. 

It was on this theme that I saw’ Slr 
Arthur recently.. He was deluctant to 
talk about it because, he sald, sad ox-

OTTAWA, Dee, 9—Hou. Arthur 
Meighea, acting minitd of justice | re 
ferved Saturday to various communica- 
tions thét hare reached the govern-

COBALT PROMISES TO 
BREAK SOME RECOROS 


COBALT, Dec.” 10.—During the 
month of November upwards of fifte 
cars of ore weré shipped from the Co- 
balt mines, containing not_ far under 
four million pounds, During ‘the cor- 
responding period slightly over cight 
hundred thousand ounces of silver was 
sent out in a refined state. 

Men from the southern parts of On- 
tario are gradually filtering into the 
North and are secking employment at 
the mines, where wages continue hizn, 
there having as yet been no reduction 
following the cessation of fighting in 
Europe. ~ 

It is now evident the production 
from the silver mines ‘of Cobalt «ii! 
reach at least 13,000,000 for the tweivo 
months ending December 31. The 
valu of the output will approximate 
not *far under $17,500,000. The price 
of silver has averaged only a fraction 
under 97 cents an ounce for the whole 
year. This is the greatest value ev2r 
produced in any previous twelve 
month period in the camp's historr. 
The record as near as can be figured 
out-without walling for complete and 
detailed returns, will exceed the 1917 
output by about $1,000,000. Since the 
first. production of silver in Cobalt, in 
1904, a total of upwards of 292,000,000 
fine- ounces of silrer has been pro- 
duced, with a value of approximate: ¥ 
$169,000,000.

OTTAWA, Dec. 12—An investigation 
has been made under the Cost of Liv- 
ing Branch of the Labor Department 
into the profits of wholesale dealers 
{n meat and produce of the city of 
Fort William, by an accountant nomin- 
ated by:the Jocal authorities and cm 
ployed by the Cost of Living Brahca. 
The Inquiry shows that . there hare 
been since the middle of the summer, 
forty cases ofovercharging as defiaad 
by the Canada Food Board order lim 
iting the profits of wholesalers: on 
these commodities to a 10 per ‘ceat 
gross margin on all sales to retailers 
and to any other than wholesalers. 
Profits on sales to wholesalers are 
Umited tov4 per cent. 

This evidence, if substantiated by 
the courts, subjects the wholesalers 
to a penalty of $1,000 for each at 
fense. The law places the duty to con- 
duct any prosecution which may arise 


authorities, and gives to them any 
fines which may be {mposed. In view 
of this provision, the Cost of Liviaz 
Commissioner has remitted the eri- 
dence against the wholesalers in ques 
tion to the municipal authorities, with 
the suggestion that they should make 
the necessary prosecutions, 

The Cost of Living Commissioner 
points out that while these case may 
involve,, if substantiated, fines to ths 
amount of $40,000 yet it is noteworthy 
that they cover the.dealings for sever. 
al months of four. “large wholesale 
houses, and that the bulk of the zaircs 
of these houses was well within the 
law.

Abortion Should Not Be Neglected. 

Some cases of abortion are the re 
sult of injury to the dam due to a 
nasty fall or bad kick. In auch cases 
the trouble is not likely to spread to 
other members of the herd. With the 
majority of abortion cases, however, 
the trouble is due to an Infectious 
disease which is very readily spread 
to other members of the herd. 

The disease apperently is localized j 
almost eatirely to the uterus. Here 
an infammation is produced which 
may result in the expulsion of the 
foetus, dead or alive, at any period 
of gestation. In most cases of infec- 
tious abortion, however, the foetus is 
expelled. dead. A frequent complica- 
tion of such a-case is the retention 
Hie foetal membranes by the dam, 

f these are not removed after a few 
hours, death from blood polsoning is 
almost sure-to occur, 

The bacilli which cause the disease 
are present in large numbers in the, 
fluids, foetal membranes and foctus, 
Consequently, every care is necessary 
to prevent these from contaminating 
anything with which other stock is 
likely to come in contact, elther i- 
rectly or indirectly. All should be 
gathered up carefully and burned or 
else buried deeply in quick lime. 
Then the hands and clothes of those 
in attendance should be theroughly 
wash with a disinfectant, and, a 
strong disinfectant used freely all 
around the stall, particularly on the 
floor. *

by-herseif, as there will be a fluid 
discharge from the vulva which may 
for weeks.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Fresh evikiene 
of the ferocious treatment of British} 
prisoners of war captured during the 
1918 offensive by Germans is con- 
tained !n a further report by Justice 
Younger’s committee. | Much 
evidence is given that ‘prisoners be- 
bind the Gricg line were half starved 
and overworked, were brutally treat- 
ed and were forced to sleep shelter- 
less and were unablye to change their 
soley: A number actually died of 
atarvation, The report shows that 
the Germans transferred to East 
Prussia and German Poland prisoners 
who were no longer ft to work be- 
hind the lines on the western front. 

A witnéss from Heilaburg, East 
Prussia, said he saw over 200 pria- 
oners arrive in camp there. ‘There 
were two tralns. containing mostly 
streteher cases. All were raving for 
something to eat. Some of them 
found tub refuse which they devour 
ed. Their clothing was torn and they 
sald they hod no proper food nor 
medical treatment. They could hard- 
ly ever wash and the dirt was thick 
on their hands and faces. They look- 
ed like skeletons.

AMSNERDAM, Dec. 10.—The Rus- 
stan Soviat Government js aware that 
it is app: ing the; moment of its 
overthrow, according to a member of 
the German Trade Commission, who 
left Moscow on Nov. 9. Bolshevik 
cireles at that time were very de- 
pressed, he reports, and many mem- 
ders of the Government already had 
their passports prepared in the event 
they had to flee‘to Stockholm.

Such permission must be arranged 
tor elther by executing declaration 
and procuring vise'on passport be 
fore one of the American Consuls !n 
Cazada, or by making formal appil- 
cation before any of the United States 
immigration oficera jocated In Can- 
vada upon forms furnished by the said 
rs. 

In order to allow sufficle.t time for 
investigation, travsozission of papers 
to Washington, etc. applications 
should be filed either with the Con- 
sul or the Immigration Officer” at 
Feast 17 days prior to the date of pro- 
posed departure. 

The 3 Department Invites spe 
elal attention of prospective travel 
-lera to the fact that unless they have 
bdtained vise by an American Cénsul, 
the said, Department must deelde 
whether or not departure from an 
American port will be allowed, such 
decision being based upon the appll- 
cation aubmitied through the imm!- 
‘gration officers. Passengers are 
accordingly warned not to proceed te 
the port of embarkation until. they 
are in possession of either the Con. 
sular.xjse, or proper certificate from 
the Immigration authorities 
ahowing that permit for departure 
has been granted. 

The foregoing applies to all pen 
sBons not citizens of the United States, 
and it is effective regarding all dee

+ A Misleading Phrase. 


The fact that Great Britain finds herself compelled to op- 
pose the “‘Freedom of the Seas’’ is of itself sufficient proof that 
this phrase does not necessarily mean what it appears to mean. 
No nation has fought harder or more unselfishly, from the earli- 


est days of her naval history down to the great war, to clear * 


the seas of the world of the enemies of mankind, whether they 
sailed in Mediterranean galleys or in mrp bale, See: ane 
was simply a typical piece of German cunning which prompt 
that matioe to declare itself suddenly as the champion of the 
‘Freedom’ of the Seas,” leaving it to be understood that 
Great Britain was vehemently opposed to whatever might be 
embodied in that alluring phrase. 

It is unfortunate that the German Government itself never 
defined its own interpretation of it. The general basis of the 


German complaint, however, was always fully recognized, It _ 


rested on a realization of the fact that the legitimate pressure 


“exerted by the British Navy on the high seas was relentlessly 


papping away theagnilitary and economic strength of the Ger- 
man ire, which, unless dramatic’ victory could be forced 
int meantime, would be inevitably bound to break under 
the Srain—as, i in fact, it! did. It was a noteworthy fact that

. Fora more detailed and outspoken view as to what Ger- 
roany means by the “‘Freedom of the Scas”’ we’ must turn to a 
speech delivered in Berlin in March, 1917, by Count Revent- 
jow. ‘What we understand today by this doctrine,” he said, 
“5s that Germany should possess such maritime territories and 
such naval bases,”that at the outbreak of a war we should be 
able, with our navy ready, reasonably to guarantee ourselves 
the command of the seas. We want such a jumping-off place 
for our navy as would give us a fair chance of dominating the 
seas, and of being free of the seas during awar.”’ This isa 
German view. Beyond a doubt it is not shared by any one 
outside of Germany—a fact’ which only shows how “difficult it 
is to decide what is really meant by the ‘Freedom of the Seas,” 
and by those who are opposed to such freedom. |, 

In a more widely accepted interpretation, the ‘“Ereedom of 
the Seas,’”! means the right of the merchantmen ’ beloriging to 
the belligerents, and to neutrals, to ‘‘carry on’ the same as 
in peace, save only that the latter would “be prohibited from 
Carrying items enumerated on a very constricted list of contra- 
band. Enemy property at'sca would be immune from capture, 
and neutral vessels could, by means of their cargoes, enable 
the weaker sea power. to hold ont indefinitely against the 

stuuonger. There would be no commercial blocizade. The: 
is to say, although the British. Navy in the fate war would 
have had the right to blockade the naval harbor of Whinelms. 
haven (a proceeding as yseless as it would be impossible). it 
would have been powerless to prevent German and neutral

Now, no one in his senses would demand that while 
the Germans were in occupation of Belgium they should allow 
perfect freedom of intercourse and commerce (barring contra- 
band) between Holland and France, even to permitting French

A Farcical Suggestion. \ 


_-No suggestion could well be more Preposterous ‘than that, 
and yet it is preciscly what we are told the superior sca power 
should permit, and what the British Navy would have been 
compelled to do had this view of the ‘‘Freedom of the Seas" 
been’ in force during the late war; that is to say, although it 


held absolute command over practically every sta route into 


Germany, it would have been powerless to prevent the free use 
of those routes for the benefit of its enemies. The whole thing 
is farcical, and nothing-could prove it more conclusively than 
the) transference of the argument from the sea to the land. It 
can. hardly be doubted that a desire to ‘curtail the rights of 
navies lies at the bottom of the movement—a remarkable fact, 
seeing that civilization could never have won this war but for 
theswork of the navies! There is a tendency, too, to think 
only of England when sea power is mentioned, forgetting that 
all the principal nations of the world are sea powers in Breater’ 
or-less degree, depending upon their fleets for their prestige 
in peace ‘and for the defence of their rights and their territor- 
jes'in war. ‘The preservation of the fighting rights of navies 


is not by any means a matter in which Great Britain alone is 


supremely. interested.

Frederick Williani Macqueen, Woodstock, was born in Woodstock;

He first attended the Trinity School at, Port Hope, and 
allerwards entered the University of Trinity College, Toronto. When 
about twenty-one, he left college and began the study of law in the 
office of the Honourable Edward Blake, Toronto, where he’ remained 
till 1876. Owing then to his appointment 1b the clerkship of the Firat 
Division Court for the County of Oxford and il! health, he diecontin- 
=) is legal studies. In 1870 he joined the Queen's Own Rifles and 
served as private in Trinity College Company, No. 8, for three years. 
After hia departure from Toronto, he joined No. 6 qonpeey: 22nd Bat- 
talion “Oxford Rifles” as a private, and shortly ‘afterwards wae ap- 
pointed staff-rergeant. In 1876 he was promoted to the lieutenancy of 

Iho. 1 company, and in 1878 he obtained the captaincy. Since his pro- 
-motion he has always been specially mentioned in the annual reports 
of the Canadian militia. Mr. Macqueen was president of the Woodstock 
Amateur Athletic Association, and was one of the principal organizers 
of that! body. He was likewise secretary and treasurer of Woodstock 
Rife Association, and was for five years a director of the Weatern Dis- 
trict Rifle Association, at Lomton. He was for two years financier of 
the A.O.U.W., and has been receiver from 188%,to the present. He is 
a Freemason.

2t—Three hundred and 
sixty-seven oceanic vessela passed 
Grosse Isle Quarantine Station in the 
course of the last navigation season 
on the 8t.

cau, Medical Superintendent APS the 
Quarantine Station, horrible diseases 
were kept out of the country in the 
course of last. summer. There was 
even one case of bubonic plague 
incoming vessel, that was fami 
and quarantined at Grosse Isle” pre- 
vious to ile proceeding up the river to 
our inland ports, 

Of all the 367 vessels examined at 
Grosse Isle there were only 30 passen- 
ger vessels, The rest were transports 
and freighters plying between Can- 
alian ports and allied ports overseas. 
There were 350 hospital cases at Grosse 
Isle Quarantine this summer and 39 
deaths. A large ‘number of Spanish 
influenza cascs were treated. For in- 
stance, on a vessel carrying 95 people, 
€9 were down with the “flu.”
